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The  attached  bibliography  consists  of  references  pertaining 
to  the  principles  and  belief  systems  of  planning  of  various  kinds 
(social,  economic,  physical)  and  at  various  levels  (the  community j 
city,  region,  and  nation) .  It  is  premised  on  the  conviction  that 
there  are  many  elements  common  to  all  forms  of  planning  as  a  form 
of  collective  rationality,  (i.e.,  as  it  is  carried  out  x^d.thin  pol- 
itical structure). 

Partictdar  attention  has  been  given  to  urban  planning,  while 
virtually  none  has  been  given  to  planning  at  the  institutional 
level,  such  as  corporate  planning  and  educational  planning. 

Many  monographs  and  articles  have  been  listed  which  deal  ex- 
plicitly x-dth  assuitptions,  axioms,  and  postulates  in  planning,  but 
a  significant  number  of  references  have  been  included  because  they 
illustrate  or  allude  to  implicit  elements  in  planning  theory  and 
practice.
